An Outline History of Enst Asiatic, De- 
sign,” and the author, Emest F. Fenol- 
losn.

The two 
volumes represent three years’ devoted 
labour by Mrs. Fenolloss. upon rougle

Govtrnment. That Mrs, Fenclloss bad 
a difficult task is rendily appreciated when
